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OCTOBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.38 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  October  1962,  will  receive  a minimiim  uniform  price  of  $4.38  hundredweight 
for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.2  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of 
one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used. 
This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown 
on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.38  price  for  October  1962,  is  5 cents  under  the  September  1962  price  and 
4 cents  below  the  October  1961  price.  This  $4.38  blend  price  includes  about  35  cents 
per  cwt . from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers  under  the  "Louisville  Plan"  in 
April,  May  and  June. 

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  16,951,719  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  October  1962,  of  which  13,875,255  pounds  or  82%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  10.4%,  from  September  1962.  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  up  7.9%  from  September  1962. 

NOVEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.27 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  October  basic  formula  price  of  $3.07  (Wiscons in-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  November.  This  price  of  $4.27 
is  1 cent  over  the  October  Class  I price, 

US DA  RECOMMENDS  CONSOLIDATION  OF  THREE  MICHIGAN  ORDERS 


The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  recommended  on  October  31  that 
Orders  #40,  #42  and  #43,  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Southern  Michigan, 
Upstate  Michigan  and  the  Muskegon  Marketing  Areas  be  combined  or  consolidated 
into  one  order.  The  proposed  combination  would  be  known  as  the  Lower  Michigan 
Marketing  Area.  One  of  the  principal  reasons  for  this  recommended  consolidation  was 
overlapping  of  both  sales  and  procurement  routes, 

SUSPENSION  OF  COMPENSATORY  PROVISIONS  OF  63  FEDERAL  ORDERS  BEING  CONSIDERED
